The Little club and a few places 
like it are still open after midnight 
but dance music is the only enter-

“This is the last after-midnight 
entertainment in the United States,” 
said Leon Freidman, who is Zieg- 
feld’s first deputy connoisseur of 
what's beauty and what might have 
been but missed.

Flat Denial of Charges 
Made by Notorious Boot- 
legger Authorized by Ac- 
cused Men. 


Nat McWhorter, Atlanta’s dark- 
town bootlegger chieftain, who 
testified at the council invsetiga- 
tion of the police department that 
he paid Detective Bill Payne $200 
each week for nearly twe years for 
protection, declares that since he 
took the witness stand he has been 
the victim of organized police 
prosecution. But to show that it 
hasn’t dampened his spirit in the 
least, McWhorter yesterday made 
new charges of corruption by po- 
lice officers, which included direct 
charges of graft by prohibtion en- 
forcement officers of the federal 
government. 

A complete denial of the charges 
made by Nat McWhorter was en- 
tered by the accused officers, and 
J. D. Gantt, federal prohibition en- 
forcement supervisor. They asserted 
that Nat was released from jail on 
the one occasion when they had ar- 
rested hmi, because he gave infor- 
mation which led to numerous im- 
portant arrests. He was used as 
a “stool pigeon” by the officers, and 
they attested to his great value in 
serving in that capacity. ° 

‘I want to know” sai@ McWhor- 
ter “why it is now that I’m doing 
nothing against the law, that I am 
being arrested almost. daiiy, where- 
as when I was breaking the law 
every minute of every day my ar- 
rests were few and far between, 

“Trumped Up Charges.” 

“Since 1 testified before the po- 
lice investigators, I have been ar- 
rested.no less than six times on all 
sorts of tramped up charges. Fri- 
day night, policemen Wiley and 
Brooks arrested. me, charging me 
with threatening the life of my 
wife. I hadn't ;said anything at 
all to her. They said they had 
overhrard.- my threats. Saturday 
morning I was again arrested 
charged with idling and loitering.

Court Makes Sentence 
Light, Taking Into Con- 
sideration Action Was 
That of Mother. 


Philadelphia, May 17.—Mrs. Em- 
ma C. Bergdoll was today sentenced 
in the federal district court to one 
year and one day in the Atlanta 
penitentiary for conspiracy to ald 
her sons, Grover C, Bergdoll and | 
Erwin R. Bergdoll, to desert the 
United States army, and was tinea | 
a total of $7,000. 

Judge Dickinson announced the 
prison sentence would be remitted 
if the fine was paid within’ the 
present term of court, ending the 
second Monday in June. 

The same conditional sentence 
was imposed on Charles A. Braun, 
Mrs. Bergdoll’s eldest son, who 
changed his name because of the 
notoriety caused by Grover’s es- 
capades, and on James E. Romig, 
a friend of the family. 

Albert S. Mitchell, an automo- 
bile salesman, and Harry S. Schuh, 
indicted for aiding. Erwin Bergdoll 
to desert army were each sentenced 
to six months and $1,000 fine in the 
Mercer county jall at Trenton, N. 
J. Their sentence also will be re- 
mitted if the fines are paid before 
the second Monday in June. 

Judge Dickinson in sentencing 
Mrs. Bergdoll said the court could 
not lose sight of the fact that she 
was a mother and that her offense 
involved her sons. 

“No one would wish to visit up- 
on you,” said the court, “their sins 
simply because the justice which 
awaits and will surely he meted out 
to them was and has been for a 
time delayed. How much of the 
offenses of which you are guilty 
was the act of a fond and foolish 
mother, and how much was due to 
a base motive we cannot certainly 
know. Your motive, however, does 
not affect your guilt ,although it 


may mitigate the punishment. We 
give you, as the law in its mercy 
commands us to do, the benefit of 
the doubt. 

“No one would wish to see a 
mother sent to jail for merely help- 
ing her sons, guilty as they were.” 

In sentencing Roming, who is 70 
years old, Judge Dickinson said his 
only claim to leniency was his

ATTEMPTS TO DESTROY

Says Bureau of Markets 
Is Trying to Protect 
Farmers, and Farm Bu-

Throwing down the gauntlet to 
his opponents and outlining the poli- 
cy of his department in no uncer 
tain terms, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture J. J. Brown Tuesday night 
issued a caustic reply to recent at- 
tacks on his office, which is not 
only important to the farming in- 
terests of the state but also serves 
to forecast one of the hardest legis- 
lative battles of the general assem- 
bly this summer. 

The commissioner charged the 
farm bureau organization with ad- 
vocating a policy of reverting to 
ancient, unprogressive methods in 
attempting to destroy the state bu- 
reau of markets with the purpose 
in view of establishing another de- 
partment subsidized by moneyed in- 
terests. 

Recommendation Impracticable. 

He then deciared that the recom- 
mendation of the farm bureau that 
the number of oii and fertilizer in- 
spectors be reduced was impractic-

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Poles—Food Shortage 
Getting Serious.

Berlin, May 17.—Korfanty and the 
leaders of the Polish revolt in Up- 
per Silesia have offered to retreat, 
guaranteeing the end of hostilities, 
and acknowledging their rashness 
providing the territory will be taken 
over by inter-alMed troops and not 
by Germans. 4 

The proclamation, signed by the 

Polish executive board and Kor- 
ranty, and addressed to the inter- 
allied mission at Oppeln, is as fol- 
lows: 
‘Upper Silesia has been fn the 
hands of the Poles for twelve days. 
The Poles have defended the Polish 
earth with their lives. We admit 
that we overstepped the laws of 
good sense, in our rashness. 

“Our forces are willing to retreat 
to a certain space, with guarantees 
of ending the hostilities between the 
Polish and German populations, pro- 
vided the evacuated territory will 
not be occupied by Germans, but by 
| inter-allied troops.” 

Food Shortage Serious. 

The food situation in the overrun 
area isy gradually growing worse. 
Inhabitants of the disputed terrl- 
tory and the armed forces seeking 
to control it are alike suffering from 
a severe shortage that, within two 
| weeks, may take on the aspects of 
a famine. 

The difficulty is heightened by in- 
ability to operate the pailroads, and 
this breakdown of distribution facil- 
ities cannot be remedied by motor 
trucks, inasmuch as there is no gas- 
oline.

DECISION UNEXPECTED 
BY DISPUTING PARTIES 


Wages of Other Classes 
of Railroad Labor to 
Be Announced on July 
First.

Chicago, May 17.—Wages of com- 
mon labor on practically every rail- 
road in the United States will be 
cut on July 1, it was stated in a 
resolution adopted late Tuesday by 
the railroad labor board. 

Wages of all other classes of 
railroad labor, affected by decision 
No, 2, granting the $600,000,000 in- 
crease of last July will also be an- 
nounced on July 1, it was announced. 

The decision making the cut in 
the wages of common labor will be 
made public on June 1 and effective 
one month later. On June 6 the 
board will hear the applications of 
the railroads for reductions of 
wages on all other clauses of labor 
and announce its conclusion on 
July 1. 

It was stated on highest authori- 
ty that the July 1 decision will 
greatly modify, if not entirely wipe 
out, the $600,000,000 wage increase 
granted employees last year. 


Text ef Resolution. 


The resolution adopted by the 
board follows: 

“Whereas, under date of 
April 6, 1921, the United States 
railroad labor board adopted a 
resolution which recited, among 
other things, that in the judg- 
ment of the board it is desirable 
to hear at one time and @ecide | 
in one decision, so far as may be 
possible, the question as to what 
may constitute just and reason- 
able wages for a}! classes of em- 
ployees of carriers of parties te 
decision No. 2 as to whose wages 
there may be disputes; and, 

“Whereas, the board has now 
heard the evidence and argu- 
ments of both parties to all such 
disputes which were filed and 
docketed prior to April 18, 1921, 
but since said date a large num- 
ber of applications for decision 
on similar disputes have been 
filed and theme are reasonable 
grounds to believe that ati)l 
other such applications are about 
to be filed; and, 

“Whereas, the railroad labor 
board has this day, by formal 
resolution declared that, in its 
judgment, based upon the evi- 
dence before it in the disputes 
already heard, prevailing condi- 
tions justify to some extent, yet 
to be determined, a readjust- 
ment downward of the wages of. 
the employees of the carriers 
which are parties to the disputes 
already heard by the labor 
board: 

“Therefore, be it resolved: 

“1. That this board will on 
June 1, 1921, announce its deci- 
Sion, covering the disputes as to 
wages between carriers and their 
employees, which have been 
heretofore heard by the board, 
to become effective July 1,°1921.

RAILROADS EFFICIENT, 
DECLARES WILLARD. 
Washington, May 17.—In point of 
efficiency, American railroads have at 
this time reached the highest mark 
in their history, Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
testified today in concluding his di- 
rect statement on the railroad situ- 
ation before a senate investigating 
committea Last year, he added, 
they were at their lowest point. 
The financial problem still exists, 
Mr. Willard said, but he contended 
through explanation of statistical 
studies which he submitted to the 
committee that the expenses of rail- 
road operation had increased in re- 
cent years until that during the last 
twelve months they had tended to 
exceed the sum total of revenues 
from the highest scale of transpor- 
tation charges ever allowed. 
The excess expenses, Mr. Wil- 
lard’s studies indicated, had arisen 
very largely from the increase in 
labor costs and wage scales. 
“Comparing 1920 with 1916,” he 
said in explaining one table, “we find 
that the total hours of labor work-

Nat McWhorter is concerned right 
now.”’ 

Changing the topic. McWhorter 
reverted to statements attributed 
to D. F. Gantt, federal prohibtiion 
officer, that bootlegger’s testimony 
as to police corruption couldn’t be 
believed. “Maybe Mr. Gantt haa 
some good reason for saying this’ 
said McWhorter. “Maybe he would 
like to discredit the fact that 
have receipts of $100 cash money 
loaned bv Nat McWhorter. who no- 
hodyv will believe. to Hicks and 
Kirkland, two of his prohibition 
enforcers. And by the way neither 
one of these officers has ever paid 
back a cent of this money. 

“Of course, I can’t be believed, 
but I was plenty good to borrow 
money from and I don’t guess these 
officers will deny their own signa- 
tures either, 

‘Didn’t Go Far Enough.” 
‘Now there’s just one more thing, 
l’d like to talk ahout. Policeman 
Nations testified that he arrested 
me and locked me up because I 
sold him a pint of whisky. That 
was all right as far as it went, 
but Mr. Nations didn’t go far 
enough. When I was locked up he 
didn’t book any case against me, 
but came to my cell and told me 
‘rive me $250 and I'll turn you 
loose.’ 

“I sent my brother. Joe McWhor- 
ter, and Leo Castleberry. another 
man working for me, for the money. 
When they came beck and J] turned 
the money over to Nations, I walk- 
ed right out the door of police 
station and that’s the last I ever 
heard of the ease. I defy the po- 
lice or anybody else to produce a 
record where I was ever tried for 
this offense. It’s my belief the 
case wasn't even booked. 

“Nations did buy a pint of whis- 
ky from me—a pint and two pitch- 
ers full but I bought pints and 
quarts from him—three cases of 


good rye whiskey. Nations deliver- 


ed the cases to Leo Castleberry on‘ 


the Washington street viaduct and 
Leo paid him the money. I was 


told by Nations that it was confis- 
cated booze. 

“I guess when what I’m saying 
fs printed I'll be arrested some 
more, but I guess I can stand it. 
I am used to it now.” 


Says Nat Is Stool Pigeon. 

“Nat McWhorter is the best stool 
pigeon we've ever had in the eity,” 
declared D. J. Gantt, federal pro- 
hibition supervisor, in replying to 
Nat’s charges of corruption in the 
ranks of the prohibition enforce- 
ment officers. “We have made lots 
of cases on evidence turned up by 
him and the negroes working for 
him, including Joe McWhorter, Lee 
Castlebury and others.” 

“Nat was released from jail after 
I had secured a sale of a pint 
against him, because he turned up 
O. D. Wallace with 26 gallons of 
liquor and an $800 automobile with- 
in half an hour after we had locked 
Nat up,” said Agent John Nations, 
in entering a vehement and sweep- 
ing denial to Nat's charges hang- 
ing’ over him, 

“Soon after that, Nat tipped us 
off again, and we got H. Mitchell 
in a $450 automobile and with 35 
gallon cans full of liquor. He put 
us on the track of Walter Jolly, 
whom we got with three gallons in 
a Packard, and four negroes were 
arrested with him. In March we 
arrested Louis Russell with five 
gallons of alcohol in a light truck, 
on information furnished by Nat. 
On that occasion Nat called me up 
early and said the delivery was to 
be made before Detectives Payne 
and West came on duty at 8 o'clock. 

Found Two White Men. 

“Two months after we raided 
Nat’s place on Courtland street, he 
tipped us off to a car unloading 
opposite his place, in an alley. Nat 
met me on the corner and warned 
me to hurry. With other officers, 
I found two white men unloading 
liquor through a window in broad 
daylight. They had 80 gallons of 
liquor and a truck.” 

“Nat has turned up any number 
of blind tigers. There isn’t often 
that a Saturday goes by without 
some good information coming to 
us from Nat. In the last § ten 
months of 1920 Agent Hicks and I 
made 400 cases for liquor violations, 
and Nat’s tips wer useful in many 
of them. 

“We refused to promise Nat im- 
munity on another occasion, and he 
turned up W. L. Barvin and Bill 
Defore with 13 gallons of whisky. 
We arrested Leo Castleman with 
them, but did not make a case. 

These results justify allowing a 
man to go free when we only had 
a sale of a pint on him.” 

“When he charges me with selling 
him liquor, he is telling a lie. The 
only reason he isn’t a bigger liar 
is because he doesn't weigh more.” 

Hicks Makes Denial. 

George Hicks, accused by Nat of 

borrowing $100 from him, ‘made an 
equally emphatic denial. 
Fam neyer borrowed a dollar from 
Nat in my life,” he declared ve- 
hemently, when totd of the charges. 
“If Nat has a receipt from me, I 
think I can explain how he may 
have gotten it. 

“Officer C. A. Kirkland and I 
bought an automobile, and Kirk- 
land was arranging the payment, 
I signed a note for $100, leaving 
the name blank, so that he could 
use my credit where he wanted. 
He may have gone to Nat and bor- 
rowed the money. don’t know, 
but I know I never borrowed any 
from Nat.” 

Officer Kirkland quit the service 
on March 15, according to Mr. 
Gantt. He said that Kirkland had 
not been connected with the prohi- 
bitton enforcement agents for some 
time previous to h!s resignation, as 
he was on furlough. 

Mr. Gantt gave a detailed explan- 
ation of the raid which resulted in 
Nat’s arrest. Agent Sapphire was 
instrumental in collecting the evi- 
? on which the raid was found- 
ed. 


Brought Boose There. 

“Mr. Gantt told me that he 
thought Nat and Joe were selling 
liquor as though they enjoyed pro- 
tection,” he said. “I bought whisky 
there on Augsut 28, 1920, from Wal- 
ter Lennett, a nigger known as 
Peep Eye, and he turned the money 
over to Joe. I repeated the visits 
several times, in company with 
Agent Layfield of Macon and G. C, 
Williams of Rome. These visits 
were on September 3 fn 1920. 

“In conversation, Joe McWhorter 
fave me to believe that his place 
and his patrons were protected, and 
that people who bought whisky 
from him would not be molested 
while going to and from his place. 
We planned a raid on the after- 
noon of December 2. 

“Williams and I went {nto the 
place, and the other officers hid 
near. Joe was called to the street 
by someone, and I saw him talking 
to a city detective. It was neither 
Payne nor West. Joe came back in, 
and told us all to hurry away, or- 
dering Bennett to close the place 
and hide the whisky. 

“He said that he had been warn- 
ed that four revenue men were 
hiding near. I went out and caught 
up to the detective, and he said a 
man at the police station wanted 
Nat to come and get him out, which 
was the message he delivered. I'm 
sure the detective did not warn 
Joe. 
‘We raided the place and made 
cases against Joe and Bennett in 
federal court. We have raided Nat’s 
place about 20 times, I guess, and 
had an injunction which forced 
him to move from 42 Courtland 
street to 38 in the same street.

Prepvare Oppeln’s Defense. 

The Italians are preparing to de- 
fend Oppeln if an attack is made 
on this city. As it is, a battle line 
has een established outside the 
city, where all-day skirmishers are 
in progress. 

The temper of Oppeln residents is 
thoroughly aroused, Dut they are 
capably restrained by the more 
prominent citizens who ve thus 
far held them in leash until the 
time comes when it may be safe 
to remove the lid. The recruiting 
stations are busy, however, every 
coffee house thronged with resi- 
dents joining up with the defense 
forces and discussing in hated 
tones the coming offensive. 

The most remarkable phase of 
thé situation is the growing anti- 
pathy among the British and 
Italians against the French, who are 
now cordially hated. This anger is 
only slightly veiled. One prominent 
Italian officer is so incensed that 
he scarcely recognizes the French 
salute, ignoring privates and offi- 
cers as well. 

Symyathy for Germans. 

It is virtually certain, therefore, 
that if hostilities open, the British 
and Italians will maintain a sym- 
pathetic attitude towards the Ger- 
mans, and are prepared to retaliate 
if the French assist the Polish 
forces. 

The German leaders propose to 
get their arms from the so-call- 
ed “Reichstruehand Gesellschaft,” 
which is the organization which 
has been charged with the work of 
destroying the rifles, machine guns 
and other. war material surrendered 
to the allies by Germany. 

Great Britain cannot 
this. But it is generally believed 
here that she will merely wink her 
approval, and turn her back while 
it is going on. 


KORRANTY SCATHINGLY 
REBUKES PREMIER. 
BY A. E. JOHNSON,

London, May 17.—Adelbert hor- 
fanty, leader of the Polish. insur- 
gents in Upper Silesia, in a tele- 
gram to Lloyd-George, received 
Tuesday, scathingly rebukes the 
premier for his house of commons 
address and defends, somewhat ego- 
tistically, his own position in the 
territory. 

“The Polish people,” he declares, 
“rose deliberately, driven to despair 
by the incredible news that the 
Italians intended to deliver’ the 
Pless and Rybnik districts over to 
Germany. They rose in defense of 
justice. 

“I took the lead to prevent bol- 
shevism and anarchy, and to oper- 


authorize 


ate once more the mines and rail- 


ways. 
Accept Just Verdict. 

“The Silesian Poles will loyally 
accept @ just verdict of the supreme 
council, but they will never submit 
to the arbitrary interpretations of 
the plebiscite which do violence to 
their clear will. They will destroy 
the mines and workshops rather 
than again become slaves of Ger- 
man bureaucrats and capitalists. No 
human authority is capable of pre- 
vailing over them once it is too 
late.”’ 

Lloyd-George, it can be stated on 
the best authority, has neither the 
(lesire nor the intention of meeting 
Premier Briand, of France, in a pri- 
vate conference before the’ full 
meeting of the supreme council, 
scheduled now to meet in Paris ear- 
ly next week. 

There will be, however, an inter- 
esting and perhaps heated exchange 
of notes on the Silesian policies of 
Great Britain and France before 
that meeting, and undoubtedly War- 
Saw will have an opportunity to 
take part in the discussion and de- 
fend herself of the British charges 
of militarism.

STILL ELUSIVE. 


Washington, May 17.—The house

to point the way to the pot of gold. 
Only a few more witnesses are to 
be examined and the committee ex- 
pects to close public hearings to- 
morrow. 

_it was established to the satisfac- 

tion of the committee today that D. 
Clarence Gibboney, counsel for 
Gergdoll, and the man who arrang- 
ed the expedition to the mountains 
of Maryland to find the buried 
treasure, was drowned in Mexican 
waters last winter. Because of per- 
Sistent reports that Gibboney was 
alive on foreign soil, the committee 
called Dr. William H. T. Collins, a 
philadelphia dentist, who declared 
positively that Gibboney was dead. 
The dentist said he had examined the 
body shipped to Philadelphia from 
Mexico and that identification was 
established by the teeth. 

Gibboney’s young son, a law stu- 
dent and administrator of the es- 
tate, was called as a witness, but 
said he knew absrolutely~ nothing 
about the Bergdoll case. He pre- 
sented a check for $550 signed by 
his father shortly after the pris- 
oner’s escape and made out in the 
name of Francis D. Weaver. an. as- 
sociate of former Judge J. W.. Wes- 
cott, of New Jersey. but he was un- 
able to say for what purpose the 
money was paid. 

Major Bruce Campbell, who de-

With the price of one dreadnaught a thousand aeroplanes can be 
provided, each plane equipped with destructiveness sufficient to sink : 


the most powerful ships of the sea, according to the claims of General 
William Mitchell, admittedly the best informed authority on aviation 
in the United States today. Can we afford to proceed with our former 
navy plans absolutely ignoring this prophecy and spend great sums of 
money for defensive armor which may prove useless, without making 
a thorough investigation? 

Should we scrap our navy? Certainly not. Aeroplanes-cannot yet 
transport munitions and troops to rival the ships of sea. Even as 4 
base of supplies for aircraft of the sea, naval vessels must be main- 
tained. But before we cripple our air service by withholding funds 
which are expended on battleships possibly doomed to destruction, it 
is the part of wisdom to concentrate our energies and resources upon 
building now the most formidable air and submarine armament in the 
world, and upen developing the future possibilities thereof with al) 
possible speed. If our present naval force is not deemed sufficient 
to meat any sea-borne fleet which can be brought against it, the addi- 
tions of sea vessefs should be no more than may be sufficient to pro-

Parker’s Opinion. 


The points at issue between the 
country banks. and the ‘federal re- 
serve bank were not decided in the 
decision of the supreme court, ac- 
cording to Robert §S. Parker, of 
Randolph and Parker, attorneys for 
the bank. e 

“The case has been remanded for 
hearing on its merits,” said Mr. 
Parker, “and the decision, as pointed 
out by Governor Harding, clearly 
sustains the contention of the bank 
as to the jurisdiction of the United 
States court, The case was remov- 
ed from the state to the federal] 
court, on motion of the federa! re- 
serve bank, 

“The federal court dismissed the 
litigation, on motion of the pank, 
which was, in effect, a general de- 
and the United States su- 
preme court simply has overruled 
this decision and held that the non- 
member banks are entitled to relief 
if (and I emphasize the if), they 
can only prove an evil or malicious 
intent on the part of the federal re- 
serve bank to accumulate § their 
cheeks and thus embarrass and har- 
rass them. In a word, the higher 
court holds that the plaintiffs (non- 
member banks) have the right to 
prove the allegation set forth in 
their petition that the federal re- 
serve bank’s intent by the par clear- 
ance rule {s to annoy and harrass 
them. If they can establish this to 
be the case, then it appears from 
96 decision they are entitled to re- 
lief.”’

authoritative opinion as to its effect. From 
the information received through telegrams 
and the stories carried in the neWspapers 
I understand the decision to be a compiete 
vindication of the position of the country 
banks in the par clearance matter. 1 un- 
derstand the action on which the lower 
courts were reversed was the dismissal of 
the petition of the complaining banks _be- 
cause of failure to set out a sufficient 
cause of.action. Technically, therefure, the 
supreme court has sent the cause back to 
the lower courts for trial, but I under- 
stand their decision sg clarified the issues 
involved that it practically settles the con- 
troversy in favor of the country banks. 

The case was brought in the name of the 
American Bank and Trust company of Cor- 
dele and thirteen other banks of Georgia, 
who were later joined by nearly 400 other 
banks covering every state in the sixth 
The plaintiffs were represented by 
the law firm of Smith, Hammond & Smith, 
Atlanta: Stevens McCorvey & McLeod, Mo- 
bile, Ala.; Tillman, Bradley & Morrow, BDir- 
mingham; Watkins & Watkins, Jackson, 
Miss., and Orville A. Park, Macon, Ga.— 
the solicitors being Messrs. Alex W. Smith, 
ae td Stevens and Orville A. Rark. 
The federal reserve bank was represented 
by their general counsel, Messrs. Hollins N. 
Randolph and Robert 8S. Parker. 

The contentions of the complaining banks 
which seem to hare been upheld ‘by the su- 
preme court’s decision were that the meth- 
ods proposed by the federal reserve bank 
of Atlanta to force the non-member banks 
to remit at par were a continuation of a 
poliey adopted by all the federal reserve 
banks in the system and constituted a con- 
spiracy to require the performance of a 
service that could not legally be required 
of them by the federal reserve banks; that 
the federal reserve act and amendments did 
not give the federal reserve banks any au- 
thority over the non-member banks and 
that congress could not constitutionally give 
such authority: that the practice of accu- 
mulating checks for presentation over the 
courter was contrary to the usual course 
of business, was not adopted for the pur- 
pose of collecting the checks, but for the 
purpose of forcing agreements to remit in 
par exchange and constituted an unfair 
method of doing business. 

Effect of Decision. 

Relieving that the independence of the 
state banking system was threatened by the 
policy adopted by the federal reserve banks, 
nan number of states have passed laws pro- 
tecting their banks against these methods, 
and confirming them in their right to charge 
reasonable exchange. These laws were all 
passed after the litigation was gun, 

Georgia is one of the states now pro- 
tected by an exchange law, and the decision 
is of even more importance to those states 
that have not yet adapted such laws. Now 
that the principles for which the country 
banks have been contending have been de- 
cided in their favor by the highest court of 
the land, it is highly probable that an im- 
mense number of the more than 20,000 banks 
in other states which are understood to 
be on the federal reserve board's par 
list unwillingly, will notify the federal re- 
serve banks of their intention to withdraw 
at some date in the near future, and re- 
sume their practice of charging reasonable 
exchange. Of course, if the federal reserve 
banks continue to undertake to force .ageee- 
ments to clear at par on non-member banks, 
the non-member banks are now in position 
to avail themselves. of the protection of the 
ecéurts in the same manner adopted by the 
Georgia banks last year, and with the cer- 
tainty that their contentions will be uphdld 
by the courts. 

Of course it would not be becoming In 
me to undertake to forecast the future pol- 
icy of the federal reserve board. It might 
be proper, however, for me to suggest that, 
granting the sincerity of the repeated pro- 
testations of the board that they were 
merely executing the law as they con- 
strned it, it would seem that in the light 
of the supreme court’s decision they will 
abandon their efforts to force non-member 
banks to clear at par. 

As stated by Governor Harding at a 
hearing in Washington last May. such a 
course would leave the member banks at 
some disadvantage as comnared with the 
non-member banks, in that thev will be de- 
prived of a source of revenue that the non- 
member banks will enjoy. 

Governor Harding last year suggested to 
the banking and currency committee of con- 
gress that the federal reserve act be amend- 
el in one of two ways, either of which 
would be satisfactory to the board. We 
will be glad to join Governor Harding in 
pressing the first of his suggestions for pas- 
eage; that is, that the act be so amended 
that hoth member and non-member banks be 
AMiiowed to charge exchange on checks clenr- 
ed through the federal reserve banks, the 
amounts so paid out to be charged back by 
the federr! reserve hanks to the depositing 
harks. The alternative surrestion seems 
to he rendered inappropriate by the supreme 
court decision.

Honorable George M. Napier, Atlanta, Ga. | 

My Dear Sir: I have your note of May 
16 in which, after referring to the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the case of 
Napier versus McLendon you say: | 
it that you will immediately transmit the 
returns to the office of the governor, in 
order that he may “take such action as may 
be deemed proper under the circumstances.”’ 

As you are aware, the law requires that 
blanks for election returns are prepared in 
the governor’s office and are furnished by 
tnaat office to the ordinaries of the state, 
under penalty, are required to dis- 
tribute these forms to the justices of the 
peace at least ten days before the elec- 
tion.. The election blanks sent out for 
the election of November 2, 1920, are prin?- 


ed on one large sheet of paper 17 inches by 
22 inches, and intended to be folded in the 


middle perpendicularly, so as to make four 
pages. On the blanks sent out for this 
election, and at the end thereof, printed in 
large type is this instruction: ‘One of 
these returns must be mailed to the honor- 
able secretary of state, and the other filed 
with clerk superior court.’’ 

On the first two pages of this blank are 
the names of fifty-four persons to be voted 
for at that election, and on the last two 
pages are returns for the vote on twelve 
constitutional amendments, blanks for the 
hames of senators and representatives, and 
all county officers. The first name on 
the list is that of the candidate for attor- 


ney-general and the second ig that of the 
candidate for the superintendent of schools. 
The office of attorney-general is a consti- 
tutional office and the manner of election 
is fixed when the constitution fixes, as it 
coes, the manner of electing the governor. 
The office of commissioner of education, im- 
properly styled in the statute and in this 
eiection blank, state superintendent of 
schools, is also a constitutional office, but 
there is no constitutional direction tas to 
the manner of his election. 

On the list are the names of candidates 
for justices of the supreme court and for 
judges of the court of appeals, which, un- 
der the constitution, specifically must be 
returned to the secretary of state, whose 
duty it ig to consolidate the vote and de 
clare the result of the election. 

Returns Transmitted. 

Inasmuch as all these returns are on one 
sheet of paper, and, inasmuch as election 
managers are directed to send these returns 
to the secretary of state, it would be im- 
possible to transmit the returns of the elec- 
tion for attorney-general to the governor 
without transmitting: election returns for a 
rumber of other public officers whose elec- 
tion returns are required to be and remain 
in this office. 

The supreme court said: ‘‘The returns of 
the election for attorney-cenera]l for the 
term of that office nalw in question were 
sent to the secretary df state, when they 
should have been mailed to the governor. 
And it necessarily follows that the secre- 
tary of state was without authority to con- 
eolidate these returns and declare the re- 
sult, and he properly refused to do so and 
the judge of the superior court did not err 
in declining to grant the mandamus requir- 
ing the secretary of state to perform this 
official act.’’
